Convicted of Hicu Treason. 
{Concluded from our paper of Wednefday laft.] 
‘ Old Bailey, Fune 14. 1781. 
R PECKHAM then proceeded to call witnefles to fupport his 
defence ; and, firft, 

Mr Picot, a printfeller in Fleet Street, who proved, that he had fre. 
quently fold prints of the very beft kinds to Mr Rofiere, for Mr de Ja 
Motte; he did not well know to what amount; but he was fure jt 
was to above I0o lI. 

Mr Faden in the Strand proved, that he had fold to Mr de la Motte 
feverai_ ef the fineft_ prints, to the amount “i 10.6. 6d. between 
March 1779 and Deeember 1780. “On 3 cco ®examination, he {aid, 
that among the prints he had fold to hin was the Atlantic Neptune, 
compofed of charts, publithed under the authority of the Lords of the 
Admiralty. They were reckoned accurate. But they were not deem- 
ed to contain fecrets ; for they were expofed to fale, and any one might 
purchafe them. 

Rofiere (who was fubpeened for the profecution) declared, that Lut- 
terloh had faid to him, that he would fwear enough to have de la Mot- 
te hanged ; and that it would be a good thing for him; for the mini- 
fters wiihed to have revenge for the death of Major,Andre, and would 
reward him well, as it could not be fuund without him. 

Lapelie faid, that Lutterloh had once communicated to him a plan 
for making moncy ; he faid there was a prince in Germany (the Mar- 
grave of Anfpach) who wanted money, and who had 25,000 ftand of 
arms; and if they could be bought up for the American Congref$, Dr 
Franklin would reward them well. 

Mr Wildman proved, that Lutterloh had lived with him for about 
eighteen months, in 1769 and1770; that during that time he had be- 
haved very well; and that he had parted with him without having any 
fault to find. He faid, an accident had happened.in his family, the 
breaking open a bureau, and taking aut of itgod. In the crofs-exa- 
mination, he confefled, notwithftanting what he had faid at firit 
(without having any fauit to find with bim) that he believed he would not 
have parted with him, if the above accident had not happened He 
alfo flatly contradiéted ani affestion of Lutterloh’s, which was, that 
fome time after he had left Mr Wildman’s fervice, he had been obli- 
ging enough to lend him 1s 1. Mr Wildman fwore he never did lend 
him 15 1. Here clofed the evidence for the prifoner; the tendency of 
which was to prove, that he had really dealt in prints; that it was 
for that purpofe he had hired the cutter; and that Lutterloh was a 
perfon of infamous charaéter, and a profefled adventurer, to whom no 
credit ought to be given. 

Mr Solicitor General replied, and laboured a good deal to fupport the 
credit of the witneffes for the Crown. He faid, that whether the pri- 
foner had caufed his information to reach the enemy or not was imma- 
terial ; to have committed it to paper was eaough ; and, as far as it 
related tohim, the crime was complete. He touched upon the cafes 
of Dr Henfy and Francia, and endeavoured to give them a different 
colour from that which had been put upon them by Mr Peckham. But 
we have already gone fo much into detail. that.time and the limits of 
the paper will not fuffer us to give the reply at large. 

Mr Juftice Buller fammed up the evidence; but firft he fettled the 
law of the cafe. The counfel for the prifoner was very right, he faid, 
in his obfervations from the fimilarity of hand-writing; but they did 
not apply to the prefent cafe: For here two witnefles, or at leait one, 
{wears pofitively to what he had feen written in his own prefence. 
With refpeé to the number of witnefles in cafes of treafon, the law, 
no doubt, requised two; but then it was not neceflary that twe thould 
fwear to the fame overt act; it was enough that one 2ét of treaton 
was proved by one witnefs, and another by a fecond. He faid alfo, to 
write.any thing for the information of the enemy was treafon, tho’ 
it fhould not reach them. Having premifed this, he faid, that the 
queftion before the Jury was, Whether the prifoner hac procured ma- 
terials of information ? and, Whether he had adhered to the King’s 
enemies, and hired or procured perions to convey? He told the Jury, 
he would make his obiervaiions on the evidence as he went o1; but, 
then they ‘were not to give any credit to his obiervations merely as his, 
but to found their verdiét on the evidence before them. He was more 
than an hour in faumming up The Jury were not long ia makiag up 
their minds: For, having:been out of Court about fea minxuies, they 
brought in their verdiet curity. 

There then remeined the awful ceremony of paffing fentence. ‘The 
clerk of the arraigns turned to, the ppifoner, and! atked him the ufual 
queftion, What he had to fay, why the Court ihould not pais fentence 
upon him according to law? He replied in French, “* Fe dis gue Lut- 


serdob ct Bawr font des gueux ef de fox semcins ; gue jamais ils ne mont ve 











cortre 3 et que mon fang rejaillira fur eux totes leurs vies” “1 fay Luts 
terloh and Bawr are wretches, and falfe witneffes; that they never once 
faw me write; and that my blood will reft upon them ail the days of 
their lives.” Thefe words he pronounced with a manly firmnefs, in 
an emphatical tone of voice, and with a warmth fecmingly exprefive 
both of fincerity and indignation, . - *; 

The Judge then put on his cap, and .addreffed the prifoner. He 
told him that he had been convicted of a crime, which, in every coun- 
try under the Yun, brought down upon the perpetrator the puniihment 
of death. He had endeavoured to ruin this country, by expofing her 
to the attacks of her ancient§ enemy ; and yet had been for years 
Proteéted by her laws, and thared all the comforts of her governments 
Nay, fuch was the mildnefs of thofe laws, the faireft and milde(ft under 
heaven, that though he was a fubjeét of a power aétually at war with 
us, and though he had endeavoured to betray us, ftill he had been ad- 
mitted to avail himfelf of the abilitics of all that was great and able at 
the-Englith bar. In other countries, the operation of the law was quick 
and fudden.. The laws of England were flower, but they feldom fail- 
ed; and he trufted to God never would fail to overtake the guilty. 
Had his fuccefs been equal to his withes, we thould have been ruined 5 
but that Providence which had always watched over us, and would, he 
hoped, continue fo to do, had entirely biafted his defigns; and the law 
had at laft overtaken him. Whatever might be the feelings of 
humanity in the breafts of thofe who had judged him, policy and the 
prefervation of the {tate required that juftice thould be fatisfied, that 
the example of that death, which he would cert probably tutter, 
might deter others from treading in his footfteps: But, while this fa- 
crifice was to be made to the fafety of the ftate, it was to be faid, t 
the honour of the laws and of the country, that he had a fair and can 
did trial; and that he had experienced every indulgencé that the laws 
of the country would have allowed to a Briton of the firft rank, upon 
trial for his life. He had a patient and long hearing. The Jury had 
found him Guitty; and it was his office to pronounce judgment. His 
Lordhhip now proceeded to pafs fentence in the following words, which, 
however awful in themfelves, were rendered additionally fo by the pe- 
culiar folemnity with which they were pronounced : 

** The fentence that the law awards againft you, and thet this Court 
therefore adjudges, is, That yon FRANCIS HENRY DE LA 





** MOTTE be taken back to the place: from whence you came ; that 
** you be drawn from thence on a hurdle, to the place of execution, 
*¢ there to.be hung by the neck, but not till you are dead; but that 


*¢ you be cut down while yet alive, your bowels to be taken out, and 
‘© burnt before your face ; that your head be fevered from your body, 
** and your body be divided into four quarters ; your head and body ta 
© be difpofed of as the King fhall think fit :—And the Lord have mer- 
“© cy on your foul.” 

Thus ended a trial that lafted upwards of thirteen hours, during which 
time the prifoner appeared with the fortitude of a man, and the calm- 
néfs of a philofopher. The dignity of his aipeét fpoke the gentleman ; 
and his compofure, during the courfe of the trial, but particularly while 
the judge was pronouncing the moft horrible of fentences, maniteftly 
proved him to be poffeffed of amazing intrepidity ot foul. His cariiage 
and whole deportment was that of a nobleman ; and at the moft a» .ul 
mome:.t,-he appeared rather like an officer receiving the thanks of his 
general at the head of a brigade, than a convict receiving f&ntenc at 
the bar of the Old Qailey. He is near fix feet high, handfome. v. -l- 
proportioned, and has an air of grandeur that-tufficiently {peaks his 
birth and education to have been of the fuperior kind. If it was pofli- 
ble to divert one’s compaffion, for a moment, from Mr de la M tte, it 
would be to beftow it on his fervant, who, daring the trial, had thewn 
the moft tender attention to his mafter ; and who burit into tcars when 
he heard the judgment pronounced—tears which did honour to his fecl- 
ings, though he thought as.a man, he was bound to ftrive to conceal 
-thers with his handkerchief.

Y an aét of Parliament lately pafled, it is enacted, ** Chat all and 
every dealer in or feller of coffee, tea, cocoa-nuts or chocolate, and 
all and every other perfon and perfons whatfoever, who, in truft for 
them, or for the ufe, benefit, or account of them, or any or either of 
them, thal! have in his, her, or their cuftody or pofleffion, in any place 
whatfoever, upon the sth day of July 1781, any parcel or quantity of 
COCOA NUTS, hall, on that day, or within ten days next enfuing, 
give a true and particelar account thereof in writing, at the next office 
of Excife, within the limits of which he, the, or they fhall then re- 
f{pettively inhabit ; upon pain to forfeit the fam of FIFTY POUNDS 
for every fuch offence, and alfo the cocoa nuts, of which no account {hall 
have been given, which fhalland may be feized by any officer of Excife, 
and within three months afterwards (hall pay down the dutics by that 
aét payable for fuch cocoa nuts (being at the rate of I s.
